LEGISLATORS HAVE FUN. 


Contribution Boxes Wanted In. 
stead 
ot 
Conductors 
on 
W isconsin Railroads. 


An I rn iii en mc X lim ber of Dead 
H ead D ills In troduced In 
The I Two Houses. 


Madison, February 19.—A large num­ 
ber cf dead-head bills were introduced 
in the assembly Ibis morning, among 
them to prevent killing birds fcr millin­ 
ery purposes. 


To facilitate railroad travel by abolish­ 
ing conductor and erecting contribution 
boxes in the cars, passengers to pay fare 
according to dictates of their 
con­ 
sciences. 
Among the bills introduced and re ­ 
ferred, w ere: 
Appropriating two thousand dollars to 
executive committee of the state grange* 
For the purpose of agricultural educa­ 
tion emong farmers and making railroad 
companies liable in certain cases for in­ 
juries to employees through negligence 
of the co-employees. 


Authorizing Milwaukee to issue bonds 
to erect a public horary and museum 
building. 
Appropriating twenty thousand dollars 
for the purpose of erecting a B o h o o l o f 
mines at H urley. 
Twenty-six petitions were presented 
in tho senate in favor of Joiner's looel 
option bill. 
A joint resolution relating to succes­ 
sion of chief justices was concuired in. 
Bills were introduced enabling quali­ 
fied voters of any town, village or city 
within this state to determine by ballot 
whether any spirituous, malt or intoxi­ 
cating liquors drank shall be sold therein 
as beverages.

TO BE AVOIDED. 


H artford, Conn., Feb. 19.--A t 4:30 
o’clock Monday morning tho boilor of the 
Park Central hotel, which ran a dynamo 
and supplied power for tho elevator of the 
house, exploded with terrific 
violence, 
blowkae out tho entire front and one side of 
tho house. 
Tho lower part of tho main 
building was completely wrecked and all 
tho staircases broken away, so that every 
avenue of escape was destroyed. 
Tho hotel was a flve-story brick struc­ 
ture and had eighty bedrooms, all of which 
wero occupied last night. 
Tho horror of 
tho scene was increased by fire which im­ 
mediately' broke out in tho ruins. 
Only 
ono person in the main building escaped tho 
first force of tho explosion, Mrs. Ellen Dris- 
coo, a boarder, of Now Britian, Conn., who 
Was takon out of hor room at the southeast 
corner of tho hotel entirely uninjured, fur­ 
ther than the shock to her system. 
Later 
Harry Stiffel, a commercial traveler of 
Philadelphia, was taken out from under 
the bed, which had been turned upside 
down by tho explosion. 
Ho was able to 
walk away unassisted, and when asked if 
ho was hurt, said: 
“ You bot your life I ’m 
not.” 
Fifty People la the Building. 
Tho magnitude of tho calamity can not 
be realized, ami, in fact, its extent is not 
yet known. 
The register of tho hotel is 
not yet found, and Night Clerk Perry is 
buried in tho ruins. 
But from the best 
estimates that can be procured it is proba­ 
ble that there wero not far from fifty 
people in tho hotel proper. 
Of theso per­ 
haps five have escaped uninjured, leaving 
forty-five to bo accounted for. 
Ton are in 
the hospital, and up to l l p. rn. sixteen 
dead bodies had been taken from tho ruins, 
leaving nineteen still missing. 
But there 
may be several moro than this. 
Mr. An­ 
drew F. Whiting, actuary of tho Hartford 
Life and Annuity insurance company, and 
wife; the Rev. Dr. Lavalette Perrin, agent 
of tho Memorial Hall association, and wife, 
and Edwin Perry, tho night clerk, are 
known to bo still in the ruins. 
It is believed that Mrs. Wesson 
of 
Springfield, Mass., tho widow of Frank 
Wesson, who was killed at tho White River 
Junction railroad accident, was in tho 
hotel, together with all of her family—five 
children—and probably a servant or two. 
People from Springfield were in the city 
to-day, anxious to find her, knowing that 
(she staid in Hartford over Sunday; but hor 
name can not be found on any hotel regis­ 
ter and it is feared she was in tho Park 
Central. 
If so, her death and that of her 
family would raise the aggragato loss of 
life probably seven additional.

The Injured. 
The victims at the hospital are all doing 
well, most of tho inj uries being superficial, 
although all aro suffering from chill and 
exposure.

The body of S. J. C. Pendleton of In­ 
dianapolis, who was soliciting subscriptions 
for tho 
Hendricks monument, is 
also 
known to be in the ruins. 
Sickening Scenes. 
Tho scenes about tho ruins were horrible. 
In tho center of the spot where the building 
stood, was a man, his wife, aud a littlo 
girl. 
No help could got to them and they 
finally 
fell back into tho flames and 
perished in sight of tho spectators. 
Tho 
child cried for help, bat the man and 
woman uttered no sound. 
Clasped in a 
close embrace, they met death bravely. 
The shrieks of another woman caused tho 
blood of tho spectators to turn cold. 
They 
saw a young lady lying with her body half 
across a beam, a look of agony on her 
faco. 
Finally tho support fell and she 
dropped out of sight. 
William Seymour and William Skinner 
were employed in the boiler-room. Neither 
could bo found Monday morning and they 
have probably perished. 
Eddie Boyle was 
last seen in tho hotel. 
He is probably dead. 
Tho shock of tho explosion blew out every 
window in tho south side of tho Earl House, 
just north of the Park Central Hotel. 
Women, their laces blanched with terror, 
and strong men, pale with fright, rushed 
headlong into tho street in their night­ 
clothes. 
Charles M. Webster, an insurance agent 
of this city, is missing. 
Mr. Pond of 
Indiana, the Democratic speaker, was a 
guest at tho hotol and is supposed to be 
among tho killed. 
Exploring the Ruins. 
As soon as the ruins had cooled sufficient­ 
ly to admit of exploration the work was be­ 
gun. 
The first person rescued was George 
(James, tho colored porter. 
He was badly 
injured and died soon after being taken 
out. 
At about 7 o'clock Superintendent 
Lawrence, of the Street department, ap­ 
peared upon tho scene with a largo gang 
of laborers, and the search was prosecuted 
with renewed activity. 
Helen Leport of 
New Britain, and Jennie Decker of Union­ 
ville, were soon rescued comparatively un­ 
injured and sent to the hospitaL Jacob B. 
Turpin a colored barber, was also taken 


curious people from Tho’surrounding towns. 
The lower floor of tho wool warehouse of 
H. C. Judd & Root was made a temporary 
morgue. 
Hero physicians wero in attend­ 
ance and here tho bodies wero taken as fast 
as recovered and opportunity was given for 
identification by friends. 
Those not iden­ 
tified were taken in charge by tho city and 
cared for in a room of the old city hall. 
The injured wero promptly sont to tho hos 
pital. 
The recovery of tho bodies was slow 
owing to tho immense accumulation of 
debris, but at nearly regular intervals ono 
or two bodies were found during tho after­ 
noon. 
AV hen claimed by friends they wero 
delivered to undertakers. 
As a rulo tho 
corpses boro but slight marks of firo, tho 
victims dying either from suffocation or 
bruising. 
Tho catastrophe was devoid of tho har­ 
rowing details, tho hair-breadth escapes, 
and the thrilling rescues usually attending 
such disasters. 
Ono terrible crash, smoko, 
flames, quick-rushing streams of water, 
and all was over. 
For this reason tho com­ 
munity does not feel tumultuous grief, but 
it is horror-stricken. 
Tho disaster simply 
overwhelms. 
The H otel E ngineer Arrested. 
Tho cause of tho disaster was undoubtedly 
the explosion of tho boiler in tho basement. 
Tho boiler, of sixteen-horso power, was 
built by tho Pitkinsof this city in 1882. 
It 
was inspected by an officer in the Hartford 
Steam Boiler Inspection and Insurance 
company last August and was then pro­ 
nounced all right. 
No engineer was on 
duty at tho time of tho explosion, the cus­ 
tom being for the night engineer to bank 
his fires at night and go to bed. 
Lie does 
not sloop in tho hotel. 
This engineer, 
Alexander Thuer, has boon arrested on ah 
indictment charging manslaughter, and is 
locked up at tho polico station. 
It is con­ 
jectured that Gaines, tho colored porter, 
may havo started tho pumps, throwing 
coll wator into an overheated boiler. 
But 
this is only conjecture, and Gaines is dead. 
Stories of the Rescued. 
A New York drummer, whoso homo is in 
Portland, Maine, and who slopt in tho an­ 
nex of tho hotel, a part of which is still 
standing, says ho felt something of a shock 
and heard a sound, but nothing like what 
should accompany a boiler explosion. 
Ho 
did not believe there had been ono and dill 
hot oven deem it advisable to get up, but 
tho next instant he hoard piercing shrieks 
and felt the floor tremble. 
He jumped out 
of bed and escaped in his night clothes. 
Walter M. Gay occupied a room adjoin­ 
ing that of Landlord Ketchum and wife 
When ho awoke ho felt tho bed sinking 
with him. 
Soon it became stationary. Ho 
was lying or his left side, pinned down by 
the ceiling, etc., in such a moaner that ho 
was entirely unable to movo, although his 
right arm was free. 
Ho did not lose con­ 
sciousness a moment throughout. 
Ho soon 
heard tho voices of Mr. and Mrs. Ketchum 
and conversed with them concerning tho 
chances of escape. 
Before ho was rescued 
tho water from tho fire engines had nearly 
covered his face. 
Enos James, brother to the New York 
agent of tho White Star lino. occupied the 
room directly over tho Ketcnums, and also 
heard their voices. 
When ho was taken 
out he informed tho searchers of this fact, 
aud the Kotchums were soon rescued. 
All 
theso persons wero confined in tho ruins 
seven or eight houi s and arc not any of 
them dangerously injured. 
T. P. ltobercson, tho head waiter, gave 
tho following story: 
“I was awakened by 
the shock and hurried my clothes on. 
Thoro w’as great commotion among tho 
employes, the girls especially Inking excited 
and anxious to leave tho building. 
When 
I jumped out of bed I Heard loud screams 
from tho ruins. 
I thought tho hotel was 
on firo and made hasty preparations to 
leave. 
My room was shaken up, 
tho 
furniture being knocked about. 
Finding 
tho annex was all right I returned to my 
home, and, after dressing, aided others in 
getting out. ”

H a r t f o r d , Conn.,' Feb. 19, 
Charred remains havo beer, found in tho 
ruins which are presumed to be those of 
Mr. Whiting. 
Tho forco of workers has 
been increased, and the search is vigorous­ 
ly urged. 
Following is a summary at this 
hour: 25 dead, IS at the hospital, and IO 
known to bo in tho ruins. 
Threo members of tho “ Hoodman Blind” 
company, Tony Ebinger, wifo, aud child, 
are still in the ruins. 
It is also reported 
that several members of tho “Forgiven” 
company aro lost, though at present it is 
impossible to verify the rumor. 
Tho body 
of M. Hearsemann of Brooklyn lias been 
recovered. 
Landlord 
Ketchum and his 
wifo have been taken out. 
Tho latter 
is terribly burned and 
will 
probably 
die. 
Mr. Ketchum will, it is thought, sur­ 
vive. 
The body of J. E. Hill, a commer­ 
cial traveler, has been recovered. Mr. Mor­ 
rison and Fred Haines, employes of tho 
Now England road, aro missing. They woro 
last soon in tho hotel and aro supposo4 (° 
bo dead. 
The aggregate loss is estimated 
at $75,000; insurance, $00,000. 
R. J. Pendleton Safe.

S a sport among; gen­ 
tleman cock fighting 
has long been a favor­ 
ite. 
The custom dates 
bock more than 2,000 
ears. 
The first ac­ 
counts of combats be­ 
tween feathered fight­ 
ers are given by Pliny. 
The historian says that 
the 
inhabitants of 
Asia, and especially 
the city of Pergamus, 
were particularly fond of the sport. 
The 
Grecian armies carried the custom home with 
them from Asia. The Athenians readily took 
up the sport and first fought the cocks 
for tho ludicrous aspects they assumed 
rather than for the excitement they pro­ 
vided. 
Later, Thomistocles taught his sol­ 
diers to indulge in the sport in order that 
they might see the great examples of brav­ 
ery shown by games and thereby be incited 
to greater courage in battle. 
From that 
time the most classic people of the world 
fought chickens as they are now matched 
for the excitement. 
The most 
famous 


versary\s eyes. 
row me wings are lert 
the natural length and the necks are 
trimmed only when the short gaffs are to 
be used. 
One of the most skillful parts played by 
the handlers in a cock fight is the “heel­ 
ing.” 
The gaffs must be set so as to be in 
line with the stroke of the leg, and must 
be tied on tight enough to prevent slipping, 
and yet not cramp the leg. 
There are 
half a dozen kinds of gaffs used, of which 
cuts are given of the two principal styles. 
Cut No. 2 represents a gaff that is consid­ 
ered the fairest in use. 
The socket is round 
and light, with a spur round, almost 
straight from the base, 
and varying in 
length from one and a quarter to one and 
three-quarter inches. 
Cut No. I shows a full drop socket gall. 
The blade comes from the back and lower 
part of the socket and curves upward. This 
is the most desperate weapon ever put on a 
chicken, and is used mostly in the South 
and West. 
Gaffs are sometimes made of 
silver, but usually of tho finest steel and 
cost about $10 a pair. 
Tho Heathwood is one of the best known 
breeds of cocks in this country. 
Tho birds 
of this breed are named from Thomas 
Heathwood, of Lowell, Mass., and are of 
various colors, ranging from four to six 
pounds in weight. 
The main objection to 
them is that they are built too high off tho 
ground. 
Tho Derby cock was imported 
from England some years ago, where it 
had obtained quite a figthting reputation.

No animal could possibly bo more cour­ 
ageous or oblivious to personal danger than 
a thorough-bred gamo cock. 
When first 
put into the pit they run together with all 
the furry imaginable, and oven when mor­ 
tally wounded they seem to think only of 
how to reach each other and continue the 
battle. Instinct teaches them to be fighters, 
and they apparently know the purposes of 
the pit. 
A cock alone in the pit struts 
around with all the dignity of a French 
valet and the grace of a refined lady. 
He 
eyes the surrounding crowd with a confi­ 
dent look. 
When breeding games the greatest care 
must be taken to keep out even the slightest 
strain of common blood. 
The hens are 
usually kept in an inclosed yard until they 
are ready to set, and then with the eggs 
they are sent to some country farm, or 
“ walk,” where the chickens are hatched 
and raised. 
As soon as tho chickens are 
hatched tho owner puts a private mark 
upon them, and again when they are about

Winding base-balls by hand is a tiling of 
the past. 
Machines have been invented to 
do the work automatically, 
consequently 
every ball is like its fellow. 
Each machine 
winds two balls at one time. 
A little para 
rubber ball weighing three-quarters of an 
ounce, around which one turn has been 
made with an end of a skein of old-fashion­ 
ed gray stocking yarn, is slipped into tho 
machine. 
Then another, after which tho 
boy in charge touches a lever, tho machine 
starts, and the winding begins. 
The rub­ 
ber ball is hidden in a few seconds ailff in 
its place appears a little gray yam ball 
that rapidly grows larger and larger. 
When it appears to about half tho size of 
tho regulation baso-ball there is a click, the 
machine stops, the yarn is cut, aud the 
boy picks out tho ball and tosses it into a 
basket. 
When this basket is full it is 
passed along to another boy who runs a 
similar machine, where a half-ouuco layer 
of worsted yarn is put on. 
The next machine adds a layer of strong 
white cotton thread, and by watching 
closely as the white 
appears 
on the 
surface 
of 
the gray 
tho 
beauty 
of 
the winding machine can lie appreciated. 
There is perfect regularity and no point 
where tho thread crosses oftener than in 
another. 
A coating of rubber cement is 
next applied, and ahalf-ounco laver of tho 
very best fine worsted completes the ball 
with the exception of the cover. 
Each ball 
when completed 
must weigh five and a 
quarter ounces and measure nine and a 
quarter inches in circumference. 
Tho min­ 
ute differences in the balls are equalized by 
the thickness of the cover. 
Every ball and cover is weighed b ‘fore 
the cover is sowed on. 
The cover resem­ 
bles two figure B's in shape and is cut from 
selected aud specially prepared horse hides. 
There is only one kind of professional dead 
ball made, tho supposed difference lying in 
tho cover and stamps only. 
Tho patentees 
of the winding machine employ about 500 
hands at their factory in Philadelphia and 
have about 40,000 dozen balls in stock. 
Several cheap grades of balls are also man­ 
ufactured, those retailing for 5 and IO 
cents being made from pressed leather 
shavings.

Mr, Morrill, at whoso instance it was 
that tho old hall of representatives was 
converted into a statuary hall, was the 
next speaker. 
Ho eulogized Gen. Cass and 
indicated the names of other illustrious 
Americans whose statues would in time 
stand in the same hall. 
Mr. Chandler also 
spoke, 
saying that tho State of 
New 
Hampshire was, as well as the State of 
Michigan, honored by the statue here pre- 
beoauso Lewis Cass was born in New Hemp- 
shire. 
Mr. Morgan expressed his cordial 
approval of tho resolution and his concur­ 
rence in the statements and sentiments of 
other speakers. 
He was glad of the op­ 
portunity of uniting with other Senators 
in doing honor to the memory and fame of 
Lowis Cass.

try to get a hilly place for the birds to run 
upon so that their limbs will be strength­ 
ened by tho additional exercisa of climbing. 
When a fight is arranged the chickens ara 
brought in about ten days or two weeks bo- 
fore the date set for tho battle and trained 
up. 
In this there is as much skill as there 
is in training a horse for a race. The birds 
ore fed carefully and exercised twice a day. 
The exercise consists principally of “flirt­ 
ing” the cock for fifteen or twenty minutes. 
A soft place is arranged for him to light 
upon, and ho is pitched into the air with 
the attempt to make him fall upon his side 
or back. 
This trains him to receive the 
enemy’s blows withont losing his balance, 
and also hardens every muscle in the body. 
Chickens should always be exercised by the 
same light in which they are to fight. 
The 
wildest chicken brought in from the “walk” 
after being handled a few times becomes as 
gentle as a house dog. 
Often when the 
coop door is opened they fly to the exercis­ 
ing bag and commence fluttering and ‘ ‘flirt­ 
ing.” 
Just before entering the pit the chickens 
are trimmed. 
In former years this consist­ 
ed of cutting all of the feathers off the 
neck; shortening the tail feathers proper, 
and cutting off the short feathers under the 
tail, clipping the wing feathers so that

W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 
19.—Judge A. P. 
Edgerton, who was recently removed from 
the office of Civil Service Commissioner, 
has written an open letter to tho President. 
Ho says among other things: 
“ I was indebted to you for tho only ap­ 
pt intive office I over hold. 
You now de­ 
clare by your action that you regret the 
appointment. 
I with oqual right can say 
that I regret tho acceptance. 
If you be­ 
lieved mo unfit for the position or neglect­ 
ful of duty you should have removed mo 
long ago, but I presume there were pru­ 
dential political reasons why you did not 
make tho removal until after the election. 
Iii this regard it would almost seem as if 
you were willing to play false with the 
mugwumps to onabloyou to win tho Demo­ 
crats. 
“ The result of the election plaeol you in 
a dilemma from which few people would 
have known how* to extricate themselves. 
You found a man on your hands whom the 
mugwumps had declared war upon, an en­ 
emy to their civil service reform theories, 
and your plan of becoming their represent­ 
ative in the future would bo weakened or 
defeated if an assurance of your fidelity to 
their cause could not bo secured. 
Accord­ 
ingly it appears that you decided upon the 
removal of the head of the commission, 
aud, deeming Mr. Thompson a good enough 
mugwump for them, you therefore de­ 
manded my resignation that you might 
appoint him, apparently as an atonement 
for your previous inaction. 
“Mr. President, allow me to say that 
you are a very peculiar man, a positive 
man; positively wrong or positively right, 
and therefore an unsafe man to trust; and 
that element in your character I believe 
led to your defeat.

magnify 
themselves and the malignity that would 
detract from others. 
You were credulous 
enough to believe that you were elected 
President by tho mugwumps, and, there­ 
fore, you permitted them to malign your 
real friends and to flatter you into a policy 
which led to your defeat. 
You believed 
that j our will and power to enforce it was 
above all powers, but the will of the people 
expressed in a constitutional way 
has 
taught you that there was a wiser and bet­ 
ter way than that chosen by you. 
“Having sworn to support the civil- 
service law, it has been my constant effort 
to do so; but I never did swear to support 
a mugwump interpretation of it, based on 
a monstrous assumption that the commis­ 
sion was independent of law. 
How many 
poor unfortunates have been denied the ad­ 
vantages and benefits of the law by ques­ 
tions never contemplated by it, and how 
many expenses have been incurred through 
unnecessary aud devious requirements and 
practices, it is not my purpose at this time 
to state.
